One of the greatest factors In the
national campalgn for better roads is
the voluntary work belng doune, espe-
clally in the far west, Robert Hruce
writes In Leslle's. Of course the great-
ent single example of this is the pros
pective Lincoln highway from New
York to Ban Francisco, which the au
tomobile and allied industries have un.
dertaken to bulld and toward which
sver five milllon dellars have already
been subscribed, In the territory west
of the Misslssippl river, which hus no
such sources of revenué to draw upon
as the Eastern states, thls voluntary
effort shows (tself in an Increasing
number of “goud roads" days, when
thousands of able-bodled men. fre
guently headed by the governors of
states, turn out and contribute the la
bor that is just a8 neecssary as cash.
Sometimes It accomplishes more be-
cause voluntary work is uniformly en
thusiastic and contaglous.

A fine example of this voluntary ef-
fort I8 the bullding of a $50,000 sea
level causeway along the Pacific coast
between Venturn and Santa Parbara,
(‘al.,, shortening the Los Angeles-San
Francisco route about eight miles and
saving many steep, dangerous turns
over the mountalng through the Casl
tus passes, The funds for this work
were ralked principally through the
Automoblle <lub of southern Culifor
nia and the caukewny wus constructed
for use by motorists pending the com-
pletion of & permanent seg level route
by the siate

ROADS ARE MADE TOO WIDE?

Western Roadways Are From Fifty to
Sixty Feet Iin Width—Much of
Space Growh to Weeds.

It I8 argued that as a general thing
and particularly In the West, the
roade of the United Statea are (oo
wide The West and Germany are
compared In this respect. It Is point-
ed out that while in Germany, where
the trafMeo g enormous, the highways
are but 20 and 21 feet, in the Waest,
where the traffic I8 comparatively
light, and land worth $100 an acre,
the roadways are from fifty to sixly
feet in width, "three-fourths of which
grows up in weeds and grass

It can hardly be sald, however, that
the roads are too wide In the eastern
stntes. Mountain travelera, especial
ly, will smile at the {dea of wide roads
In reading of the sublect, having
many o timo and oft mel face to face
other travelers far from the “wide
place,” with the result that thelr ve
hicies had to be tuken apart and car-
ride by piecemeal or stood up at a
dzey angle agninst the clUff while
the other hugged the perllous edge of
s athomless ravine,
